dtt'ds.  Nevertheless  it  is  true,  lliat  many  so  doubt 
it,  fir  how  ofiPii  people  nre  heard  to  declare  lo  the 
Deity,  while,  ofli  ring  op  their  devotions,  that  had 
be  dealt  wi>h  them  according  ns  their  act  ions  de- 
rtrved,  long  ere  this,  they  would  have  been  wail¬ 
ing  in  ceaseless  woe,  surrounded  by  the  scorching 
flsmrsof  the  bnitumless  pit !  But  what  is  the  real 
import  of  such  a  dccinralioii?  Supposing  that  the  man  ! 
wbo  thus  addresses  the  Deity;  should  enter  the 
KiiCluary  of  public  worship  and  hear  the  speaker 
in  aiicnd'aiicc,  while  orteriug  up  his  prayer,  say  to 
ibt  Supreme  Being  : — O  Lord,  ilimi  art  an  un- 
piAt  being — noiwilhstanding  justice  and  judgment 
jresaid  to  be  the  hubiiatiuiiof  thy  throne,  yet  thou 
rxecuicst  not  justice  in  thy  dealings  with  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  men— thou  dost  let  the  guilty  go  free,  noi- 
wiilistanding  their  deep  and  desperate  iniquity.” 
Wlial  would  the  man  say  of  cxprc.ssionslikr  these  ? 
TLc  words  would  barely  leave  the  speaker’s  mouth 
ffe’he  wouM  manifest  his  horror,  considering  the 
rptakcr  guilty  of  a  highhanded  otrem  e;  in  cliarg- 
iag  the  Deity  with  the  erimeof  acting  upon  the 
principles  of  injustice  !  But  what  less  does  iliut 
man,  who  says  in  his  prayer,  that  had  GihI  meted 
<iui  piinislimeiit  to  him  in  aceordanec  with  his  sins, 
ire  ibis  lie  w  ould  have  been  wailing  in  eet:-eless 
drrpair?  lie  may  nut  be  aware  of  the  import  of 
vicb  a  dccl.’iriiiion.  He  may  think,  that  thereby, 
be  is  {laying  a  high  eomjilinient  in  the  mercy  of 
tbe  Deity,  not  supposing  that  it  is  an  equal  detri¬ 
ment  to  his  justice!

been  somewhat  neglectful  of  the  teachings  of  re¬ 
velation,  for  had  they  not  been,  it  would  not  have 
been  supfiosed,  that  the  mercy  and  justice  of  the 
Creator  are  opposite  and  conflicting  principles. 
"Unto  thee  O  Lord,  belongeth  mercy,  for  thou  j 
rcndcrest  unto  every  man  according  to  his  works."  j 
Ps.  Ixii :  12.  It  is  not  said  that  the  Lord  is  mer-  jj 
ciful  because  he  dues  not  deal  with  mankind  as' 
they  are  deserving,  but  his  mercy  is  declared  to 
consist  in  rendering  to  every  man  according  to  his 
deeds.  By  this  the  subject  is  rendered  still  more 
plain;  the  truth  of  the  position  the  more  reailily 
beheld,  that  mankind  are  punished  in  accordance 
with  their  sins. 

II.  The  magnitude  of  sin  is  constituted  not  so 
much  by  the  mere  act  itself,  ns  by  the  ability  which 
the  actor  possesses,  and  hence  mankind  urc  pun¬ 
ished  according  10  their  several  abilities — their 
knowledge  of  right  and  wrong,  and  the  power  to 
net  in  agreement  with  thU  knowledge. 

It  would  be  highly  improper  for  any  government 
lo  enact  a  law  relative  to  the  commis-sion  of  crime, 
and  say  in  that  law,  that  every  individual  who 
committed  the  act  specified  should  suffi  r  the  pen¬ 
alty  attached  to  the  same.  This  would  be  far  from 
right,  because  a  law  in  reffrcnce  to  moral  conduct, 
must  he  such  as  to  he  comprehended  by  the  indi¬ 
vidual  before  he  can  be  amenable  to  it.  But  should 
a  law  be  enacted,  declaring  the  certain  iidliction 
of  the  penally  foi  the  bare  net,  then  the  idiotic  and 
insane,  would  be  compelled  to  sufTer  for  things  far 
beyond  llieir  powers  of  comprehension.  A  law  to 
be  just  and  bold  a  steady  away  upon  society,  must 
bestow  its  corrections  according  to  tire  abilities  of 
men.  The  man  of  high  moral  and  intellectual 
attainments,  should  he  be  so  unwise  as  to  step 
aside  frem  the  path  of  rcitiiudo,  should  sufler  a 
more  severe  punishment  than  he  who.se  moral  and 
intellectual  powers  are  not  above,  but  perhaps  be¬ 
low  mediocrity.  And  the  reason  is  obvious.  Be¬ 
cause  the  former  sins  against  greater  light  and  know¬ 
ledge  than  the  latter.  He  disregards  the  admoni¬ 
tion  of  that  excellent  moral  power,  of  which  the 
other  is  destitute.  He  acts  in  contradiction  to  the 
instruction  of  his  well  cultivated  intellect,  while 
that  of  the  other  is  but  feeble  or  poorly  cultivated,  j 
And  hguce  he  roust  suflTer  a  more  severe  punish-  j 
inent,  (irr  he  is  ibc.  more  guihy,  having  disobeyed 
the  iuward'ODd  the  outward  law  undersiairaiof  !

in  reference  to  moral  conduct  n>ust  he  thus  framedt 
in  oriler  lo  rest  upon  the  principle.s  of  justice,  and 
consequently  the  just  Judse  of  all  iho  earth,  in  the 
laws  enacted  for  the  moral  governmiint  (  f  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  men,  must  have  been  governed  by  the 
same  principle  and  mete  out  his  punishment  in 
agrecnieru  with  the  abilities  of  men.  He  can  not, 
as  many  sujipose,  look  nt  the  act  alone,  and  from 
that  mensuic  the  amount  of  pniii,shmerii,  but  must 
look  to  the  light  ami  knowledge  in  possession  of 
the  individual  and  from  these  discover  the  extent 
or  magnitude  of  the  offence  and  d'lermine  tho 
amount  of  chasiisefiient  incurred.  That  this  ie 
truth,  must  appear  obvious  to  every  man  endowed 
with  a  respectable  share  of  coiimion  sense,  and 
whose  intellectual  vision  is  not  hiiiKied  by  super¬ 
stition.  Let  the  instance  of  our  parents’  sin  b« 
observed.  Would  their  offence  h:j’.fe  been  equally 
as  great,  and  should  they  have  been  as  severely 
punished,  had  not  the  Cienicr  said  fr.  them;  thou 
shall  not  cat  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  of  knowledge 
of  gootl  and  evil,  for  in  the  day  tho’t  eaiest  thereof 
thou  shall  surely  die?  No!  tlieir  pfiertce  would 
not  have  been  as  great,  or  their  putiishment  as  se¬ 
vere,  had  such  been  the  circumstEtices  attending 
their  conduct.  For  though  the  act  would  have 
been  the  same ;  yet  ability  giving  magnitude  to  ini¬ 
quity,  they  should  have  auflered  less,  had  they  not 
possessed  a  knowledge  of  the  commandment  and 
injunction  of  Heaven. 

Such  is  the  manner  in  which  the  government  of 
Heaven  is  administered  ;  such  is  the  form  in  which 
its  power  is  exercisetl  over  man  as  a  moral  being. 
God  deals  with  the  nhembers  of  the  b.nman  family 
in  agree ir.em  with  their  several  abilities— he  makea 
his  requirements  of  them  according  as  talents  have 
been  confeircd  upon  them,  and  so  far  as  his  chas¬ 
tisements  arc  eonceined  they  are  upm  the  sam* 
principle.  This  is  not  only  the  truth  spoken  by 
the  voice  of  reason,  but  il  is  a  truth  written  in  tlis 
most  evident  form  upon  the  pages  iif  the  revelatiori- 
of  the  Almighty’s  pur|ioses  and  will.  "And  that 
servant  which  knew  his  lord’s  will,  and  prepared 
not  himself,  neither  did  aecoiding  to  his  will;  shall 
be  beaten  with  many  snipes.  But  he  that  knew 
not  and  did  commit  things  worthy  of  stripes,  shall 
be  beaten  with  few  stripes.  For  unto  whomsoever 
much  is  given,  of  him  shall  much  be  required; 
and  to  whom  men  have  committed  much,  of  him 
they  will  ask  the  more."  Here  the  jiriJiciple  Is 
recognized;  nay,  by  this  similitude  of  the  Saviour, 
mankind  are  plainly  taught,  that  the  Supreme  Be¬ 
ing  punishes  iliena  for  their  iniquity  according  to 
their  abilities  ;  because  it  is,  light  and  knowledge 
and  n  piwer  lo  act  in  agreement  therewith,  which 
gives  ir.agnitiide  lo  their  nflfeners. 

III.  Endless  pnnishmetil,  or  the  common  doctrine 
of  it,  must  be  false,  for  it  represents  the  Supreme 
Bring  ns  acting  upon  the  frri.-iciples  of  the  mow, 
glaring  injustice. 

By  our  theological  instructors,  we  are  taught
